Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  I herewith  beg  to  submit  an  abbreviated  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1943 

As  the  report  for  1942  was  not  fully  comprehensive,  so 
is  the  one  for  1943,  but  all  details  remain  available  for  a 
complete  survey  of  the  whole  war  period. 

On  ground  of  national  security  the  Registrar-General 
has  requested  that  complete  tables  of  local  populations,  or 
quotations  from  the  figures  supplied  by  him,  which  may 
enable  any  substantial  series  of  local  population  to  be  re- 
constructed, should  be  omitted  from  the  Annual  Report. 
Further,  no  reference  may  be  made  to  the  activities  in 
connection  with  war-time  industrial,  military,  or  other 
important  developments  in  the  area.  Hence  the  only 
statistics  to  be  found  in  the  report  for  this  year  are  the  actual 
number  of  births,  deaths,  infantile  and  maternal  deaths  ; 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  their 
fatality  rates 

Two  War  Time  Nurseries  were  opened,  one  at 
Senghenydd  and  another  at  Tonyfelin  Vestry,  Caerphilly. 

I again  express  my  thanks  to  the  whole  of  the  Public 
Health  Staff  for  their  loyal  co  operation.

I must  draw  attention  to  the  discrepancy  between  the 
vital  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  through 
the  County  Council,  and  those  obtained  from  direct 
notification. 

The  number  of  Infantile  Deaths  transferable  and  other- 
wise are  invariably  correct,  but  for  two  or  three  years  the 
number  of  births  registered  with  the  Registrar  and  the 
number  of  births  notified  to  me  through  the  midwives  are 
at  great  variance. 


For  the  year  under  review,  the  figure  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  is  679  births  whereas  the  number  of  births 
actually  notified  to  this  office,  total  789,  of  which  29  were 
still  births. 

The  number  of  Infantile  deaths  under  one  year,  trans- 
ferable and  otherwise  according  to  our  records  is  48,  yet  the 
figure  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  is  51. 

One  of  the  most  important  indices  of  the  general  well 
being  of  a district  is  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  which  is  the 
rate  per  1,000  Live  Births  of  children  who  have  died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  one  year.  The  Registrar  General 
gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Caerphilly  of  75,  where- 
as according  to  our  records  this  figure  should  read  63  The 
explanation  may  lie  in  the  fact  that  all  births  belonging  to 
the  area  are  not  transferred,  i.e.  births  in  Maternity  Homes, 
Nursing  Homes  etc.,  or  parents  are  not  implementing  their 
obligation  to  register  births  with  the  Registrar.  With  such 
a discrepancy  a false  picture  is  presented. 

I would  again  stress  the  very  low  Maternal  Mortality 
Death  Rate  which  is  in  large  measure  due  to  the  active 
Ante-Natal  work  conducted  in  your  area.

GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  and  City  Public  Health  Laboratories  at 
Cardiff  continued  to  serve  the  area  during  the  year.  The 
examination  of  diphtheria  swabs,  cerebro-spinal  fluid, 
virulence  tests  and  examination  of  milk  and  water  samples, 
comprised  most  of  the  work  submitted.  The  total  cost  of 
this  service  was  £93. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  position  is  as  reported  in  the  report  for  the  previous 
year.  The  cost  of  providing  ambulances  for  street  accidents 
and  the  conveying  of  maternity  cases  to  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  Llwynypia  Hospital,  and  Gwaunfarren  Maternity 
Home  was  £20. 

The  majority  of  expectant  mothers  are  conveyed  to  the 
above  Institutions  by  car  and  payment  for  the  car  is  usually 
included  in  the  bill  submitted  to  them  for  treatment  and 
consequently  the  amount  involved  as  the  responsibility  of 
the  Council  is  very  small.  However,  I must  again  stress 
the  need  of  a municipal  ambulance  for  these  cases,  cases  of 
ordinary  sickness  and  street  accidents.  Many  people  sub- 
scribe to  ambulances  at  their  place  of  employment  or 
sponsored  by  the  Red  Cross  or  St.  John.  Often  these 
ambulances  are  refused  for  maternity  cases.  I would 
therefore  ask  the  Council  to  consider  again  the  provision  of 
a general  purposes  ambulance. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  various  Nursing  Associations  employ  a trained 
nurse  for  their  members,  and  the  position  is  as  in  previous 
years. 

During  the  year  under  review  most  of  the  Associations 
received  a subscription  of  £5  for  work  connected  with 
evacuees.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


(1)  Maternity  Services. 

These  remained  as  for  the  past  three  years,  with  the 
attendances  at  Anti-Natal  Clinics  still  showing  a slight 
increase. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  been  referred  to  under 
vital  statistics,  but  by  far  the  larger  number  of  these  deaths 
are  due  to  Prematurity  (14),  Convulsions  15)  and  Broncho- 
Pneumonia  (10)  In  many  cases  these  Infantile  deaths  are 
avoidable.  Deaths  from  Broncho-Pneumonia  and  Con- 
vulsions are  often  due  to  lack  of  care  and  knowledge. 

It  would  appear  that  many  of  these  premature  babies 
could  be  saved  if  a baby  hospital  was  available.  'I'en 
hospital  beds  reserved  for  this  purpose  would  reduce  this 
serious  cause  of  infantile  mortality  to  negligible  proportions 

I am  also  of  opinion  that  we  cannot  altogether  exclude 
the  use  of  noxious  drugs  as  abortifacients  in  causing  the 
condition  of  prematurity,  in  addition  to  damaging  the 
maternal  health. 


Provision  of  Milk,  eto. 

As  the  Ministry  of  Food  deal  exclusively  with  the  issue 
of  Fresh  Milk  to  expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and 
Children  under  five  years,  no  expenditure  in  fresh  milk  was 
incurred  during  the  year.  The  Ministry  of  Food  also 
provide  Dried  Infant  Food,  but  it  does  happen  that  this  food 
is  not  universally  suitable  for  all  infants,  and  the  Council 
continue  to  supply  an  alternative  choice.  Arrangements 
are  made  whereby  the  Ministry  of  Food  sell  and  issue  dried 
food  at  the  same  clinics  and  time  as  the  Council.  Food  stuffs 
such  as  Horlicks’  Malted  Milk.  Virol,  Ovaltine,  are  also 
available  and  these  have  been  of  great  value  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  Simple  medicines  are  supplied  free 
of  charge. 
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Dental  treatment  for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers 
could  not  be  provided  by  the  service  of  the  County 
Education  Committee  due  entirely  to  staffing  difficulties. 
Approach  was  therefore  made  to  Dental  Surgeons  in  the 
area  with  a view  to  admitting  nursing  and  expectant 
mothers  to  a scheme  whereby  they  would  obtain  treatment 
and  dentures  at  the  same  rate  as  those  supplied  to  patients 
under  National  Health  Insurance.  A scale  is  provided 
while  the -cost  is  considerably  more  than  that  applicable 
under  County  Council  arrangements  still  shows  consider- 
able benefit  to  the  recipients  The  cost  of  this  service  w^s 
£10. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

, ..Children  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  seen  at 
the  school  orthopaedic  clinics  of  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  Olamargan  County  Council.  Appliances  prescribed 
are  obtainedJr.om  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and 
supplied  free  if  the  income  of  the  home  warrants  it.  In  the 
event  of  impatient  treatment  being  required,  the  child  is 
admitted  to  this  f hospital  and  all  maintenance  charges 
borne  by  they  Conned.  The  cost  of  this  service  to  jtbe; 
Council  in,  the  .year  under  review  for  the  Prince  of  JVY dies 
Hospital  was  £42.

CONSULTANT  & HOSPITAL  MATERNITY  FACILITIES. 

During  the  year  16  cases  were  referred  tor  consultation 
to  Prof.  Strachan  and,  15  complicated  cases  were  admitted 
to  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  Maternity  Wards.  Increasing 
use  was  made  of  the  Gwaunfatren  Maternity  Home, 
Merthyr.  During  the  year  1 1 1 cases  were  admitted  and  the 
use  of  this  home  has  heeri  of  very  great  value. 

EAR  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINICS. 

Staffing  difficulties  have  again,  interfered  with  the 
County  Council  arrangements  for  this  work,  and  through  no 
fault  of  the/  Education  Committee  it  has  been  found" 
impossible  to  have  facilities. for  the  removal  of  Tonsi Is  and 
Adenoids.  A very  few  cases  have  been  seen  at  Elwynypia 
Hospital,  but  the  demand  fat  exceeds  existing  arrangements. 

8 Arrangements  have  now  been  made  with  the  Caerphilly 
and  District  Miners’  Hospital  for  Examination  and  removal 
of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 
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OTHER  SERVICES. 

Other  services  provided  by  the  Council  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  are  Home  Helps, 
treatment  of  defective  vision  and  X-Ray  facilities.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 


The  process  of  eradication  remains  as  in  previous  years, 
but  an  additional  problem  has  arisen  through  the  large 
number  of  people  sleeping  away  from  home  in  the  Civil 
Defence  Services,  Fire  Watching,  etc.  One  such  person  from 
a verminous  home  will  very  rapidly  infest  blankets  and 
wood  in  a room  with  bugs  Although  not  the  respons- 
ibility of  this  Council,  every  effort  is  being  made  to  disinfect 
blankets  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  when  possible,  and  to 
advise  in  the  eradication  of  the  vermin. 


The  Cleansing  Station  at  1,  Market  Street.  Caerphilly4 
continued  to  do  excellent  work.  The  clinic  for  adult  males 
was  extended  to  two  sessions  weekly  and  has  proved  of 
great  benefit.  Cases  were  referred  from  clinics,  private 
Medical  practitioners,  schools,  etc.,  and  over  the  year  over 
6,000  treatments  were  given. 


It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  express  the  opinion  that 
the  standard  of  housing  of  your  area  has  again  deteriorated. 
Repairs  cannot  be  undertaken  and  there  is  little  donbt  that 
gross  over-crowding  is  taking  place  in  every  ward. 

The  industrial  position  in  the  area  after  the- war  must 
be  considered,  but  even  with  the  most  pessimistic  view 
possible,  800  houses  are  a minimum  to  restore  the  position 
to  anything  approximating  that  of  1939.
